After reviewing applicant's amendment, arguments and conducted an updated 
none of the cited prior art alone or in combination discloses the claimed semiconductor 
laser having the cited limitations of independent claims 1 ,13 and 14, where the 
semiconductor laser chip is die-bonded with a conductive die bonding paste from the 
end surface of the semiconductor laser chip to a height below the light emitting point of 
the semiconductor laser chip, thereby preventing interference of the bonding paste with 
the emitting laser beam.
